Our  encyclopedias  are  of  such  obsolete 
date  that  they  are  hardly  accepted  for  any  of  the  information 
they  contain.

On  Saturday,  December  9th,  the  Advanced  Zool.  Class  visited 
the  Stock  Show  at  the  Stock  Yards.  We  first  inspected  the  horses 
exhibited  in  the  pavilion  and  were  present  at  the  awarding  of 
the  ribbons.

We  inspected  the  brooders  and  incubators  of  various  firms,  and  the 
model  poultry  houses  were  criticized  in  accordance  with  the  prin- 
ciples we  have  Avorked  out. 

The  tAA*o  trips  made  a  lasting  impression  on  the  class,  from  the 
fact  that  prize  animals  Avere  on  exhibition,  and  the  discussion  in 
which  the  class  took  part,  concerning  the  judges'  decision,  left  the 
facts  that  they  had  learned  established  firmlv.

Judge  William  N.  Gemmill,  LL.D.,  spent  his  boyhood  on 
a  farm  near  Shannon,  Illinois,  where  he  attended  the  local 
schools,  graduating  from  high  school  in  the  year  1882. 

He  then  entered  Cornell  College  at  Mt.  Vernon,  Iowa,  where 
he  became  acquainted  with  our  principal,  Mr.  De  Butts.  He 
took  What  was  known  as  the  general  literary  course,  and  in 
1886  graduated  from  college  with  Mr.  De  Butts  at  his  side. 

After  graduation,  Mr.  Gemmill  acted  as  a  principal  for  four 
years,  then  was  elected  City  Superintendent  of  Schools  at  Rock- 
ford,  Iowa,  and  later  Superintendent  of  Schools  at  Marion,  Iowa.

The  latter  position  he  kept  for  only  a  year,  as  he  resigned  to 
enroll  in  the  Northwestern  College  of  Law.  Here  he  took  the 
regular  work,  which  at  that  time  was  a  two  year  course,  and  com- 
pleted it  in  one  year.    He  graduated  in  1892,  receiving  the  de- 
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gree  of  LL.B.,  and  was  admitted  to  the  Bar  the  same  year.  He 
then  began  to  practice  law  on  a  very  large  scale  in  this  city. 

Judge  Gemmill  has  received  the  honorary  degree  of  LL.D,, 
(Doctor  of  Laws)  twice,  once  from  Cornell  College,  and  once 
from  the  Chicago  College  of  Law. 

judge  Gemmill  was  one  of  the  organizers  of  the  Municipal 
Court  of  this  city,  and  was  elected  to  the  bench  as  one  of  the 
first  municipal  judges.  Out  of  about  thirty  judges,  who  were 
first  elected  to  this  court,  only  three  have  been  re-elected  each 
time  up  to  the  present  day.  Judge  Gemmill  is  one  of  the  three. 
If  we  can  remember  four  years  ago  when  the  split  republican 
party  had  such  a  great  "landslide,"  Judge  Gemmill  was  the  only 
republican  elected,  with  a  plurality  of  five  thousand  votes. 

Besides  being  a  judge,  Air.  Gemmill  is  an  instructor  at  the 
Chicago  Kent  College  of  Law,  and  is  also  on  the  faculty  of  the 
Law  School  of  the  University  of  Chicago.  Judge  Gemmill  is  a 
contributor  to  various  magazines,  and  is  on  the  staff  of  several. 
He  also  writes  many  books  and  pamphlets ;  the  latter  are  mostly 
his  lectures  in  printed  form. 

The  judge  and  Mr.  De  Butts  are  very  good  friends,  having 
known  each  other  for  a  little  more  than  thirty-four  years.  As 
they  passed  their  college  days  together,  the  Judge  can  relate 
some  very  interesting  little  anecdotes  about  our  principal. 

The  February  Seniors  have  the  honor  of  having  Judge  Gem- 
mill as  their  speaker.  The  February  class  can  well  be  proud  of 
this,  but  the  whole  school  is  indeed  honored  to  be  addressed  by 
so  busy  and  so  famous  a  man.
